He was a 
Welsh farm boy with a lore of 
adventure, and so: he ran away 
From home, going oil a ship bounti 
for Barbados. .The captain of the 
boat sold the boy into slavery 
and, like many another pirate, aa 
soon as h« became free Morgan 
Joined tb« -British pirates on* the 
Inland of Jamaica. So well did he 
do that he soon bought a ihare 
In a. pirate vessel, and shortly af- 
terwards be was made Its captain 
Be was a natural leader and began 
running tbe other pirates with a 
high hand. He did away with the 


king of the pirates. 


Vas the fiercest 


looking pltate you could Imagine- 
Re had a loos; black beard which 
h* braided Into little tails with 
colored ribbon:^ Sometimes be 
t!fht«d taper* In the end of it! He 
lad come of a retpeetable English 
family and was a sailor wben h« 
joined the pirates.

He was 
finally killed In a thrilling battle 
with a ship sent out by the govern- 
or of Virginia under command of 
a brare young officer. Lieutenant 
Maynard. Bonnet was later cap- 
tured and hung. 


CAPTAIN KIt>D was tbe.last of 
tbe famous pirates. 
His father 


was a,Scotch clergyman, bat the 
son bad 'a. roving disposition and 
went to sea as a boy. He became 
merchant captain and settled fn 


New York about 1691. Wben war 
broke out between England and 
France, ho was given 'a commission 
as A privateer. So brave was he 
that the king gave him a special 
commission to go out and clean 
out the pirates. 


KIdd set out in his ship," Ad- 
venture, for Madagascar, then the 
stronghold of the pirates. No'one 
was home and Ms expedition fail- 
ed. His men were grumbling and 
the situation was' desperate, so 
Kldd decided: to turn pirate him- 
self. Re captured a big boat call- 
ed the Quedagh Merchant In which 
he collected a lot of treasure. He 
kept up bis pirating until hie 
name became so famous that Eng- 
land sent out & special warship to 
capture htm. KIdd was finally ar- 
rested'and hung.

can Federation of Labor. Samuel Gompert cUims * member 
ship of 3,000,000 for the federation and allied crafts. His voice 
as crystallized into a public proclamation, places orpanizec 
labor squarelr on behind Robert M. LaFollette and Burton K 
\Vneeier for president and vice preudent of the United States. 
ThK is the plank in the LaFollette platform that caught Com 
pcrs and his Iccion: 


"Abolition of the tyranny and usurpation of the courts, in 


eluding the practice of nullifying legislation in conflict *rith the 
political, social, or economic theories of the judges. Aboltion 
of injunctions in labor disputes and of the power to punisr- 
for contempt without trial by jury. Election of all fcdera 
judscs without party desitnmtion for -limited terms." 


This plank if carried out would revolutionize America and 


tbe form of government which has stood the test of time for 
150 years. It would make impossible the power of the Supreme 
Court of the United States to declare unconstitutional an> 
meritorious or mad law enacted by the congress. It would take 
from the president the power to appoint, and from the senate 
the right to confirm, the federal judiciary. 
Jt would make 


it illegal for a judge, federal or state, to issue a writ of in- 
junction in labor disputes. This i* the LaFollette plank that 
captured the imagination of Samuel Gompers and those who are 
ready to follow him in the political campaigning of today anc 
the future. There are two other planks of the LaFollette plat 


by form which appealed to Gompers and Ms lieutenants. 
The 


tenth plank of the progressive platform reads as follows: 


"Kepeal of the Esch-Cummins law. public ownership of rail- 


roads, with democratic operation, with definite 
safeguards

the demand of thousands of rail employes in America. Many 
of their chieftains may no: admit it publicly but they declare it 
privately and it is one of the issues of the campaign. There is 
another plank of the Cleveland platform that is luring to Gom 
pcrs and his Hcutenams. Ii is the twelfth plank and worded as 
follows: 


' Trompt ratification of the child labor amendment and sub. 


sequent enactment of a federal latr to protect children in in. 
dustry." 


It will be recalled that the republicans, in convention assemb- 


led in the city of Cleveland, made the child labor amendment 
a platform demand and tnat the democrats io their convention 
in the city of New York neatly sidestepped it. In other words 
they endorsed the principle of the amendment hut failed to 
call upon the legislatures of the forty-eight states to ratify 
the amendment. 


This does* not carry with it the inference that the demo- 


cratic leaders arc opposed to the child labor amendment. 
Ark- 


ansas is a democratic state. Its law makers of both houses 
ratified the amendment with very few dissenting votes, rejected 
the amendment in both houses of the Georgia legislature. 


Matthew AVoll fc vice president of the American fedefatoin 


of labor and perhaps the ablest of tbe labor leaders of America', 
ifarthcw "Well says labor is for LaFollette and "Wheeler offi 
cially and to the finish. He says Senator. LaFollette stan'ds for 
certain great principles. He says organized labor wants thoae 
principles to be implanted in the heart of tbe American govern* 
ment "and 
we shall back Senator LaFollette to the limit." 


Matthew "WoH signed the document committing the American 


federation of Labor to LaFollette and Wheeler. In this docu- 
ment the Seublican party is charged with having flaunted the 
desires of labor in an arrogant manner and the democratic party 
with having flaunted labor's desires with the evasiveness which 
is the customary mark of insincerity. 


Both parties are asserted to be morally bankrupt and man- 


ipuJated Tjy machine politicians who have involved the nation 
in moral obliquity and unashamed betrayal. To make it as 
emphatic as possible Coolidge and Dawes and Davis and Bryan 
are dismissed by Gompcrs and his lieutenants as unacceptable 
to labor. 


Thus it happened that Eugene V. Debs and Morns Hull- 


quin and Victor Berger have ordered the million American 
socialists to vote for LaFollette and Wheeler: many of the 
organizations o£ rail workers of America have declared La- 
Follette and Wheeler their standard bearers and now Samuel 
Gompers and Matthew Woll have advised the American feder- 
ation of labor, three million strong, -to desert the demorcatic and 
republican parties and cast their ballots for the presidential 
nominees of the progressrivc party. 


And there is another demand of the LaFollett* platfcrc 


which is sweeping but which has appealed to Messrs. Gompers 
and TiVoll—"djrect election of president and vice president by 
the voters of America.'' 


A labor bloc rules England; a socialist bloc rales France: a 


socialist bloc rules Germany: a dictator rules Italy; and a Red 
Commune bloc rules Russia. .Robert M. LaFollette has been 
called the .Mussolini of American congress and the bloc dictator 
of legislation.
